Which aſſertion being graunted(as it cinot but be true) me 
thinks there is great reſon offred and miniſtred to prefer Hy- 
dographie or Nauigation before any other art or ſcience, not 
ſo much for that it jumpeth in equality, & matcheth in ſingu- 
laritie any other whatſoeuer, in ſundry ſubtill deuiſes & inge- 
nuous inuentions, with the vſeofmany notable infirumentes, 
as Compaſſe, Aſtrolabes, Plats, Quadrants & many other ap- 
pendances conſident to the ſame, as cheefly for the great and 
publike commoditie in generall redounding by the vſe and 
practiſe therofto the whole body of the common wealth, and 
tach particuler member in the ſame.

And although J haue onely ſhewed the hower of p night 
Wi. by Gwards oꝛ litle Bear, vet the like alſo is to be known 
W it byany other notable fired ſtarre that is nere the Pole, be⸗ 
cauſe the fixed ſtarres contained within the conſtellations, 
kep alwaies one equidiſtant motion from the Pole, with⸗ 
out any great varietie, mouing alwales about the Pole 
in 2.4- houres,cuery one in his pꝛoper Circle, accoꝛding to 
the diurnall motion. So that the point oꝛ place conſidered 
that they otcupie euery moneth at midnight, may alſo eas 
ſilx be knowne the other houres of the night, in reckoning 
euerp 
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euerye pointe to be: o an houre of time, and although in 
this rule foz the houre of the night, by the Gwards is ſome 
imperfection oz erro2, growing by our viewe being vpon 
the face oz ſuperficies ofthe earth o2 water, yet ſo ſmall is 
the erroꝛ, and ſo great the benefit of the houre of the night 
that J haue either thought neceſarye to ſet it down with 
that erroz,than to omit it and lack the benefit oz vſe ther⸗ 
of, And her J haue occaſion giuen me ſomewhat to ſpcake 
of them that haue waitten againſt mariners of their grolle 
tudgements, and erronious rules, pꝛomiſing generall re- 


fozmation with newe Jnſtruements, which J long haue 
deſired and dayly loke fo; to ſ& extant. J conteſle the com-. 
paſſe which is the chafe Inſtrument foz Nauigation, fo be 


moſt eronious and variable by the nafurall p2opertye re- 
ceiued of the Stone, as alſo in the hozrizontall lying of the 
Flee, foz ſome vſes, yet neceſſitye cauſeth vs to vſe it, be⸗ 
cauſe we maye by no meanes finde better,no2 without it 


are able fo helpe our ſelues in any Nanigation. Alſo the 


Marine plats commonly made fo2 the ſea # Mariners vſe, 
Jacknowledge to be verpe erronicus, and farre fromthe 
true ſhape of the Globe oz round bodpe, vet I map not pꝛe⸗ 
fer the vſe of the Globe in nauigation befoze it, fo ſund pe 
cauſes, both foz want of true courſes, and alſo by reaſon of 
the variation, and therfoze all ſuch rules and Inſtruments 
of Nauigation be they neuer ſo erronious and falſe, pet of 
necelſitye they are toltcrable and not to be omitted, except 
it be poſſible either to retourme the olde, oz to make new 
moꝛe exact.
